DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1,3-9 and 11-13 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
disclose the recited combination of elements in a communication device, including a user 
interface, including at least a first keypad and a display, wherein a portion of the user interface is 
arranged to be replaceable by placing a replacement cover not always present on the 
communication device in a detachable manner in connection with the housing, wherein the 
second part is adapted to be removed before inserting the replacement cover in place of the 
second part, and that said replacement cover includes at least keys for apphcations and changing 
the functionality of the first keypad, and wherein at least part of the first keypad is provided in 
said replacement cover, as in claim 1 ; 

the recited combination steps in a method for changing the user interface in a 
communication device including changing the user interface by removing the second part and 
placing a replacement cover not always present on the communication device in a detachable 
manner in connection with the housing and in place of the second part, and equipping the 
replacement cover with at least means for providing keys for applications and changing the 
functionality of the first keypad, and providing at least part of the first keypad in the replacement 
cover, as in claim 9; 

the recited combination of elements in a communication device, including means for 
providing user interface functions, including at least a first keypad and a display, wherein a 
portion of the user interface functions are arranged to be replaceable by placing a replacement 
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cover not always present on the communication device in a detachable manner in connection 
with the housing, wherein the second part is adapted to be removed before inserting the 
replacement cover in place of the second part, and that said replacement cover includes at least 
means for providing keys for applications and changing the functionality of the first keypad, and 
wherein at least part of the first keypad is provided in said replacement cover, as in claim 13.
